The Christian's Role in Mystery Babylon 

God in His mercy has given us the plan in scripture not only for how 
Satan is going to set up and rule his earthly kingdom, but for how 
God's people are going to overcome him This is the way we roll 

In the book of Daniel we find within the experiences of he and 'The 
Hebrew Children" an allegory for the end times Christian and how we 
must conduct ourselves. The stories of the fiery furnace (Daniel 3 
KJV), refusing the king's meat (Daniel 1:8-16 KJV O) and being 
cast into the lion's den (Daniel 6 KJV) provide us with all the 
information we need to discern what our roles are under the rule of 
Mystery, Babylon. 

The first thing we should notice about Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego is that these young men were slaves of Nebuchadnezzar, the king of Babylon who had besieged 
Jerusalem Although on the surface it might seem that these young men served two masters, nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

No servant can serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. 

Luke 16:13 (KJV) O 

Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know ye not that the friendship of the world is enmity 
with God? whosoever therefore will be a friend of the world is the enemy of God. 
James 4:4 (KJV) © 

Both in this world and in our hearts we must purpose which master we will love and serve. We cannot serve 
God in our hearts and Satan with our bodies. How many of us are trying to serve two masters, to make some 
kind of compromise with this world in order to avoid some suffering? We must be prepared to put our comfort 
and even our lives on the line for our Master. 

Then an herald cried aloud, To you it is commanded, O people, nations, and languages, 
That at what time ye hear the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, ye fall down and worship the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up: And whoso falleth not down and worshippeth 
shall the same hour be cast into the midst of a burning fiery furnace.

And he had power to give life unto the image of the beast, that the image of the beast 
should both speak, and cause that as many as would not worship the image of the beast 




should be killed. 
Revelation 13:15 KJV ) 

These two verses placed side by side show us a great example of why we are sent backwards to old testament 
scripture concerning ancient Babylon to unlock the secrets of Mystery, Babylon in the future. The antichrist will 
compel men to worship his image under the threat of death just as Nebuchadnezzar did to Shadrach, Meshach 
and Abednego. 

Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, answered and said to the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, 
we are not careful to answer thee in this matter. If it be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out of thine 
hand, O king. But if not, be it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy gods, 
nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up.

I don't know about you, but these words send a thrill up my spine! This is the place where God wants all of His 
people. God is seeking those who will trust him, even unto death. These young men were not disloyal to then- 
king. From all indications they served Nebuchadnezzar faithfully and gave him no reason to be angry with them 
Yes, they "rendered unto Caesar" as required by God, submitting themselves to the powers that be in temporal 
matters. But when it came to the matter of who their true King, true Master and who they truly served was they 
left no doubt! 

And fear not them which kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear 
him which is able to destroy both soul and body in hell.

They had no assurance that they would be delivered, only the knowledge that their God was strong enough to 
deliver them from the most dire of circumstances. Not everyone has the opportunity to face a literal fiery furnace 
to test their faith For some of us that fiery furnace may be losing our job, home, health or any of a number of 
other circumstances. The Hebrew children knew that their God was able to deliver them, is your God able to do 
that for you? You don't have to be there yet, but this is where God is taking us. Are you ready? 

Another lesson that we can learn from the Hebrew children and many other incidents in the bible is that we must 
not fight this battle in the flesh. I have spoken of this before in messages like "How We Must Fight" but it 
bears repeating. When God delivered the Israelites from Egypt did they have to do a single thing? The battle is 
His, we must not think we are going to win it. God must do it for us. 
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
